Commonwealth Company an- 
nounced today that construction 
of a. $7 million air cleaning unit 
designed to remove both dust and 
sulfur dioxide from chimney 
emissions, will be. started this 
spring at Will County generating 
station near Lemont, HI. 

Edison Chairman J. Harris 
Ward said the process, believed 
to be the largest of its kind ever 
installed, will be completed by 
the end of the year. He said the 
system is expected to remove 99 
per cent of the fly ash and over 
80 per cent of the sulfur dioxide 
from chimney gases. 

"This will be a full-size plant 
to demonstrate* the feasibility of 
eliminating both sulfur dioxide 
and particulate fly ash from 
chimney gases," Mr. Ward said. 
"If successful it will 'enable us to 
use Illinois coal on a regular

Fixed objects also create haz- 
ards and were involved in lost 
year's fatalities. Collisions with 
parked cars and other snowmo- 
biles, barbedwire fences, guy 
wires, fallen trees, and concrete 
abutments have resulted in sev- 
eral deaths and numerous serious 
injuries. Thc Commission advises 
that when snowmobiling the un- 
beaten or unfamiliar trail, take 
it slow while • checking out the 
terrain, its markings, and' possi- 
ble hazards. Even a light show 
flurry can cover wire fences and 



guy wires, blending them into the 
surroundings. Refrain from jump: 
ing snowbanks; what you can't 
see may be. dangerous. Again, 
stay clear of traffic, even if it's 
stationary. 

Ice must be thoroughly checked 
before venturing onto its surface 
with such a heavy piece of ma- 
chinery. The ice should be sever- 
al inches thick, and underwater 
currents should be noted from in- 
formation of local authorises. 
Even a light coat of snow can 
cause the ice to weaken because 
or the snow's insulating effect. 
Engage in snowmobiling, safely 
and sanely.

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Q— Who must file an Income

-A— The 1909 Tax Reform Act 
raised the gross income levels at 
which returns must be filed, 
Previously a return hud lo be 
filed when gross income reached 
$600. 

A single person must file if his 
income is $1,700 or more. Mar- 
ried . persons living in the same 
household and filing jointly must 
file if their income is $2,300 or 
more. These totals arc increased 
by $600. if a person is 65 or older.

j Gov.. pichard;,B, v Ogilvie has 
asked the Illinois General Assem- 
bly to enact' sweeping laws re- 
quiring full disclosure of political 
spending and the financial affairs 
of Illinois' public officials. 

Rejecting "half-measures," Og- 
ilvie declared: 

"We . have reached a .point- of 
danger because of the loss of jjon-' 
fidence in the democratic process 
in Illinois. We cannot .afford 
further degradation. 
7 "The 'problem does not arise 
only from the sensational reports 
of the last few weeks . It did not 
begin with the spending - abuses 
of recent campaigns. In one de- 
gree or another, we have' all 
been too insensitive for too. long, 

"Further resignation to this 
state of affairis is intolerable, for 
that itself is corrupting." 

In a terse, printed message lo 
legislators, Ogilvie called for: 

' -^Disclosure* of ' all major 
sources' of income, debts, gifts 
and'- honorariums by all elected 
Illinois officials of all govern- 
mental units who are paid more 
than $5,000 a year, and by all 
appointed officials earning $20,000 
or more. 

—Enactment of a Political 
Spending Act requiring disclos- 
ure of political contributions— 
and major individual contributors 
—as well as spending in every 
election, referendum and cam- 
paign in Illinois. 

Ogilvie said the State Electoral 
Board should administer the act, 
which would provide criminal 
penalties for material omissions 
or false reports.

That amount. has now 
been raised to $625 for 1970. - 
I The gross-income test, however, 
.does not apply to children under 
19 or to* full-time -students, but 
parents still must furnish over, 
half of the child's support and 
meet- the other dependency re- 
quirements to claim him as a de- 
pendent. . '

nois, headquartered in Astoria, 
revealed unanimous endorsement 
of President Nixon's .proposal for 
sharing federal revenue with 
state 'and local governments, as 
announced in the President's 
State of the Union message, 

Troy A. Kost, executive secre- 
tary of the Township Officials 
Association, reported that the 
revenue sharing plan has long 
been considered a desirable one 
by the association's membership, 
as part of a necessary move to 
strengthen government wihch is 
close 'and responsive, to the peo- 
ple. •. 

"That closeness and responsive- 
ness . certainly applies to town- 
ship government," said Host, 
"and so does the need for addi- 
tional revenues. The fact is that 
townships generally find them- 
selves at the low end of the tax 
collection pole, and will be even 
more so after personal property 
taxes no longer provide township 
income. We need , shared rev- 
enue or 'we must raise tax levels 
to maintain the essential services 
which townships deliver." 

Kost pointed out .that when 
it comes to tax 'levies, the closer, 
ness of townships to the people 
makes it difficult to set levies at 
rates comparable- to those which 
bigger; more remote, less respon- 
sive governments are able to es- 
tablish. He also expressed con- 
cern that, should a revenue shar- 
ing proposal be adopted, these 
big governments would be muscl- 
ing their way to the head of the 
line to collect the lion's share of 
available funds. '- ■

trol and to make tax dollars go 
further," Kost stated. Townships 
deliver services at very low cost 
compared to larger, often ineffi- 
cient governments. For example, 
township road maintenance and 
general assistance (welfare) costs 
run at about half the rate of large 
city, county or state- govern- 
ment." 

"Yet too many towsnhlps run 
out of funds, especially when 
emergencies arise., Actually, 
since townships deliver excep- 
tionally high value for the tax- 
payer's, dollars, they- should be* 
provided .with substantially In- 
creased revenues, otherwise spent 
elsewhere, so that townships can 
administer a broader range of 
services at substantially increas- 
ed savings to the people," • 

"When critics say local gov-' 
ernments have not always met 
increasing' responsibilities and 
needs, they neglect to Identify 
the primary' reason. That is the 
lack of resources and' funds. Pro- 
vide townships with iadequateref 
sources and funds and the peo- 
ple can' be sure they will receive 7 
an honest and exceptional return 
on their investment in govern- 
ment," Kost concluded.
